CHILE'S MISFORTUNE 
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It has been many years since the great 
continental estarpment of the Andes has 
been subject to destructive tremors, and 
the loss of. life resulting from the earth- 
quakes last week seems to indicate that the 


people: of. that section have grown Jax and | 


permitted themselves to repose in a false 
sense of their safety.. Their plight, howeevr, 
is none less pitiful because they failed to 
learn the lesson that Oaxaca has learned 
and. that the people of the southern Italian 
peninsula have been putting into practice. 

We reeall hearing with interest some years 
ago. a, _ University lecture about the Chilean 
serthyinahes region. The geologist who spoke 
at that time about, his investigations in 
the i described the earthquake- 
proof ho ¥) means of which the Chilenos 
were hopihg'tta, protect themselves in future 
from the % alling stryctures. A system of 
anchoring” ‘the roof-beams to the walls, he 
said, was! being cvolved. 

But earthquakes may defeat any ceviee 
of mankind, wha: pisya creature of habit, and 
often does himedif more harm in the panic 
than in the actual calamity. Those who have 
passed through a temblor testify as to the 
ufter terror it inspires. It strikes the ordi: 
mary human being’s heart that when even 
old Mother Earth goes back on him, he is 
indeed bereft of protection, and his fear 
beeomes such as to steal away every fac- 
ylty, Caught indoors, the earthquake vic- 
tim knows, only the keen desire to get out 
under the sky. He seems to feel thai he can 
be safe -if. only he can leave behind the 
structnres of civilization and plant his feet 
on the solid earth, with nothing above’ him 
except the clear. air of heaven. And -then 
he fiuds that the earth he expected to cling 
- to this moving, and it is a sickening movement, 
far more.-effective than the mere oscillations 
of a ship’s deck in a’storm. 

These phenomena have been ° accompanied 
by other signs of the wrath of nature. The 
coming of great tidal waves to wash away 
everything jarred loose. by the tremors and 
the peculiar illuntination observed out at 
sea, indicate that the center of disturbance 
Was somewhere off the coast of Chile. The 
waves must have truly stirred the depths, 
for the flood swept half way across the 
Pacific to make itself felt in the harbor of 
Ililo, in far-away Hawaii. 

‘Geographers have recently come to some 
strange eonclusions about the structure of 
the carth. The old theory. that the planet 
is a globe of seething molten rock, sur- 
rounded by a comparatively thin crust of 
evol earth, through which occasionally the- 
molten lava is forced in the fprm of Vol. 
canoes, is as thoroughly exploded as would 
be this earth if that liquid center existed. 

Now, it is; believed, that earthquakes are 
caused, by alterations in the balance of 
this immense gyroscope on which we live. 
They are largely local, although their effects 
may be registered in seismographie observa- 
tions on the opposite side of the globe. 

The theory of continental floats may ae- 
count for the severity of the Chilean earth- 
quake. Mountains and high plateaus are 
elevated, it is now believed, because their 
material is lighter than that of the’ sea 
areas. The result is they are forced up 
by the gravitational pressure of the heavier 
regions. But the balance maintained is 
very delicate. Let some little disturbance 
occur in the spin of the big top, such as that 
of less than a year ago, when the earth slip- 
ped a fraction of an inch or so off its axis, and 
your great mountain-sea balance may be 
destroyed, and until things have got jarred 
back to normaley earthquakes ‘will feeult,
